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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Howard Cohn on February 24, 2005. 
in the claims : 
Claim 24 is cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23 and 25-37 (renumbered 1-14) are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is Gummiwerke- as best depicted in Figure 1 , 
Gummiwerke discloses a pneumatic tire construction designed to operate more ' 
efficiently during an underinflated or runflat condition, wherein said tire includes a 
wedge insert or stiffener 3 disposed on an inner surface of each sidewall portion. The 
stiffener of Gummiwerke includes a plurality of intervening circumferential grooves or 
cuts 9 that separate said stiffener into adjacent segments (reference characters 4-8) 
that cooperate with one another, wherein the outer surface of a segment and the inner 
surface of an adjacent segment intersect at a point (segments have the capability of 
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pivoting in an analogous manner to the claimed invention). In this instance, though, 
Gummiwerke is completely silent with respect to the contour of the inner and outer 
surfaces of a given segment (they appear to be flat in Figures 1 and 2). One of ordinary 
skill In the art at the time of the invention would not have found it obvious to form at 
least one of the inner and outer surfaces of a given segment as a non-flat surface. It is 
emphasized that Gummiwerke is completely silent with respect to this limitation and the 
prior art references of record failed to provide any teaching, suggestion, or disclosure in 
regards to the formation of non-flat surfaces for a given segment.
